ON ORDER BLANK WITH YOUR ORDER 


Orders and correspondence are_ handled 
through entirely different channels and letters 
or questions written on with your order may not 
ever be answered. Write and mail all letters 
and questions separately. We try to answer all 
letters as rapidly as possible but during rush 
seasons there may be a few days delay. All 
orders are filled and packed direct from your 
origina! copy, so fill in the, order blank spaces 
properly but do not write anything extra on the 
blank. It only confuses the packer in trying to 
properly fill the order. 
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Always keep a copy of your order for checking purposes. Write all 
questions and correspondence on a separate sheet. Where questions 
are asked on order blank they may not be noticed and answered for 
weeks. 


If there is no express station in your town or city be sure to give 
the name of the town having the nearest express station. 


Send your order in as early as possible. If before March 15th, be 
sure to list your Free Gifts as explained on page two. Give us the 
approximate date you want the order shipped. We try to ship as 
near that date as possible. However, after March 15th orders are 
filed and shipped as near as possible in the order in which they come 
in. Orders received before March 15th are given preference when 
shipping season starts, if shipping dates are given on them. Remem- 
ber, that it is physically impossible to move thousands of orders to 
customers all at the same time. We try to ship as the season ad- 
vances through various sections of the country. Cushion Mums and 
potted plants are usually shipped in early May, except to far 
northern points where there may be late frosts. 


Please take care of your stock at once when order is received. 
Plant if possible. If you must wait a few days, open the package 
and heel the plants in the ground. Don’t toss packages in the cellar 
or garage for two weeks and then expect to find things in first class 
shape when you come to plant. If ground is temporarily frozen or 
too wet to plant you can keep plants by setting package in cool 
cellar, loosening wrappings and dampening packing material around 
roots of plants. 


Please check all packages and plants before writing us about 
shortages. Many times several kinds of plants may be wrapped in 
the samé package. Customers sometimes write us they are short 
certain plants only to find them next day wnen they open all the 
packages. This only makes extra work and confusion for you and 
for us. Where we do not ship an order complete we try to put in a 
notice informing you that balance will follow. Of course, there is 
always a chance for error and we want to know of any real shortage 
in filling the order. However, shrubs and trees on your order may 
be sent several weeks ahead of the time for planting perennials or 
berry plants, etc., so always wait a reasonable length of time before 
writing, if your order doesn’t all arrive at the same time.

HOW TO GROW ROSES SUCCESSFULLY 


Consider these simple instructions and you will 
have little difficulty in growing beautiful Roses. 


Rose bed should be in a sunny location and the 
soil should be of good garden grade and well 
drained. Fertilizer or well-rotted manure should 
be thoroughly worked into the soil as the bed is 
spaded. 


Unpack and plant Roses as soon as received 
from the nursery if at all possible. If you cannot 
plant at once, unwrap the plants and heel them 
in the ground until ready to set in their perma- 
nent places. Never throw package into the base- 
ment or garage and leave for several days and 
then expect to find plants in perfect condition 
when unwrapped. 


In planting, set the plants with the bud, or 
joint, just above the roots, about 1 2 inches be- 
low the surface of the soil. Have holes large 
enough to avoid crowding of the roots and be sure 
soil used for filling in is finely pulverized. Tramp 
soil firmly a couple of times as the hole is filled 
and leave a slight depression around each plant 
to retain water. 


As socn as planting is completed see that all 
plants and the soil around them is thoroughly 
soaked with water. Cut back all canes to a length 
of 4 or 5 inches at planting time. This is very 
important as the root system of a newly trans- 
planted Rose bush will not be able to leaf the 


canes to their entire length and many times 
plants will simply die in trying to do so. 


Keep the Rose planting well watered at all 
times when there is no natural rainfall. A reason- 
able application of fertilizer applied twice during 
the summer months, with an interval of at least 
30 days between applications, will induce added 


growth and extra quality in blooms. 


Allow 18 to 24 inches between plants when 
figuring the number of plants needed for a bed. 


Each succeeding spring all canes should be cut 
back to the 4- or 5-inch height as stated above. 
This causes strong new growth and abundant 
bloom to develop. 


For winter protection in cold climates, hill the 
dirt up around each plant to a height of 8 to 12 
inches in late fall before the ground freezes. 
Level off as soon as danger of hard freezes is over 
in spring and cut plants back as directed. 


All our Hybrid Tea Roses are budded on Multi- 
flora. Once in a great while a shoot from this 
Multiflora will come up from below the bud. 
These wild shoots are easily distinguished by their 
rampant growth and their groups of 7 leaves to 
a stem. Dig down around the plant and cut the 
wild shoot off close to the root. This will prevent 
its growth, which otherwise would soon kill off the 
true-budded Rose variety. These shoots rarely 
come up but it is well to inspect your plants occa- 
sionally to be sure.

Privet should be cut back to about 8 to 
10 inches after planting to promote vigorous growth. Hedges 
planted in this manner rarely fail to grow.

4 feet apart each way. 
As soon as the bearing 
season is over, all old 
wood or canes should be 
cleaned out and new 
growth cut back about 
one-third. This permits 
good bearing wood to 
develop. the next year’s 
crop.
